SPECIAL REFUSE COLLECTION - Arrangements for special refuse collection from 
a public area/highway can be made by a phone call to the C.D.C. They will 
also prosecute offenders wherever felt necessary. 

STUBBLE BURNING - Cllr. Stevens originally planned to bring this ee Up 
but it was dropped in view of a national enquiry. 

C.D.C. — PLANNING - A number of Parish Councillors complained that local 
opinion was not taken into: consideration by the C.D.C. when approving | 

Planning Applications. At a recent meeting attended by members’ 6f the > 
P.C., C.D.C. stated that they recognised the problem, and are considering 
giving more information. 

GROVE GALLERIES -— The P.c. is still awaiting a reply from the C. ne C. 
regarding planning permission. © 
CONDITION OF HIGHWAYS - Clir. Mackenzie commented on the state of the 

roads due to continuous digging. The main roadway has been 'patched! 

over and conditions are now very bad. He suggested the P.C. take this 

up with the C.D.C. or 0.C.C. Cllr. O'Neill stated that contractors pay a 
fee before taking up a road and either re-make it themselves or have the 
council do this. Nothing can be done until the earth settles which can 
take 6/9 months. Cllr. Mackenzie said that thé.main problem seemed to 

be with the Gas Board and. Mrs. Robinson replied that they have a commitment 
to re-surface the road once all their work has been completed. Cllr. Webber 
reported that the Cats Eyes on the Hempton Road had still not been replaced 
and as the nights were drawing in, it was vital that this should bé done 
ASAP. It was agreed to chase this matter up. 

CHAPEL - NEW STREET — Planning permission for conversion has been refused. 
BOTTLE BANK has been offered to the village. There followed a discussion 
on the siting of such equipment and it was.agreed to request a copy of the 
design before proceeding any further. 

FORMAL ADOPTION OF BYELAWS FOR RECREATION GROUNDS were approved and signed. 
They are with the Clerk for inspection by the public, if they wish to object. 
POSTAL SERVICES - General discussion revealed that the boxes were cleared 
too early. Cllr. Garret reported that post left Banbury only twice a day, 
1 p.m. and late in the afternoon. No sorting is done in Banbury, it is all 
sent to Oxford from Banbury where it was originelly sent straight from 
Deddington! Instead of 2 vans coming from Oxford, there are now 3 vans 
coming from Banbury! Delays in receiving lst class mail was also reported. 
Cllr. Hayward had received 23 letters since January out of an approx. 

1@00 letters per day delivered in the Parish. ‘If anyone has any comments, 
please contact Clir.:Hayward. With regard to the larger Post Box, Cllr. 
Hayward is still awaiting a report from the surveyor. 

RIFLE RANGE - General opinion that scrap metal would be of interest to 
scrap metal dealers. The Scouts have agreed to.clear this but to date 
there has been no activity. If the Scounts are not interested in clearing 
this, the council will be happy to do so. 

WITCHES HAT on Castle Grounds. Cllr; O'Neill brought to the attention of 
the P.C., the recent reports on the @ngers of this equipment and asked the 
P.C. if they intended to act on these. Cllr. Ward suggested it could be 
lifted off the pole and used as a climbing frame. Cllr. Garrett’ suggested 
that it would have to be secured as otherwise it would be down the bank in 
no time! Cllr. Webber was interested to know whether it was the safety . 
aspect of the recent publicity which prompted this discussion, and commented . 
that if it was dangerous, why had it been there so long. It was a particular. 
favourite of his children. Mrs. Robinson replied that we had been.lucky 
put publicity has highlighted the problem. It was agreed to make is a firm 
fixture.
